INTRODUCTION 


The  Organizational  Profile  identifies  the  physical  location  of 
Bureau  of  Land  Management  (BLM)  offices  and  the  staffing  requirements 
for  each  location.  The  220  offices  are  used  for  the  case  processing 
that  is  described  in  the  other  volumes  of  this  series. 

This  document  is  organized  as  follows:

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CHAPTER  2 
PHYSICAL  SITE  DATA 


The  BLM  is  responsible  for  managing  342  million  acres  of  surface 
and  subsurface  resources.  This  acreage  is  47  percent  of  the  732 
million  acres  of  federal  lands  and  15  percent  of  the  2,271  million 
acres  of  the  United  States.  The  Bureau  is  also  responsible  for 
leasable  minerals  on  all  of  the  federally  owned  mineral  estate  on 
approximately  750  million  acres,  including  some  under  private  surface, 
and  for  leasing  federal  minerals  for  all  federal  agency  lands. 

To  accomplish  this  land  management  task,  BLM  is  organized  at  four 
basic  levels:  Washington,  State,  District,  and  Resource  Area  (RA). 
Authority,  responsibility,  and  accountability  for  Bureau  line 
operations  are  vested  in  the  heads  of  these  offices.  Distinct  from 
these  levels  are  two  special  offices  with  Bureauwide  responsibilities: 
the  Denver  Service  Center  (DSC)  and  the  Boise  Interagency  Fire  Center 
(BIFC).  BLM  Headquarters  develops  and  interprets  executive, 
legislative,  and  judicial  policy  for  BLM  programs  and  ensures  that 
program  responsibilities  are  fulfilled.  The  Denver  Service  Center 
provides  consolidated  administrative  support  to  all  BLM  offices  in 
areas  such  as  payroll,  accounting,  and  space  management. 

Each  of  the  12  State  Offices  administers  programs  for  planning, 
developing,  and  managing  renewable  and  non-renewable  resources.  State 
Offices  are  also  responsible  for  maintaining  relations  with  the  public 
within  their  assigned  geographic  area.  The  Eastern  States  Office 
(ESO),  located  in  Virginia,  covers  31  states;  ten  State  Offices  cover 
states  west  of,  and  not  adjacent  to,  the  Mississippi  River;  and  the 
twelfth  State  Office  is  in  Alaska. 

There  are  58  District  Offices  that  report  to  State  Offices  and  are 
responsible  for  administering  resource  management  programs  for  land  and 
mineral  resources  within  their  jurisdiction.  There  are  143  Resource 
Area  Offices  (called  Area  Offices)  that  carry  out  the  day-to-day 
management  of  Federal  lands  and  report  to  District  Offices.  In 
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addition  to  these  totals,  there  is  the  Boise  Interagency  Fire  Center, 

the  Alaska  Fire  Service  (AFS),  and  three  field  stations  (FSs)  in 
Alaska.  The  office  totals  are:

Because  of  collocations,  there  are  148  different  BLM  locations. 
The  two  Washington  offices  and  two  DSC  offices  are  in  separate 
locations.  The  12  State  Offices  are  in  14  different  locations. 
Twenty-four  District  Offices  are  located  at  23  District  sites;  3 
Alaska  District  Offices  are  collocated,  and  the  Division  of  Minerals 
for  the  Milwaukee  District  Office  is  located  in  Rolla,  Missouri. 
Another  34  District  Offices  are  collocated  with  69  Area  Offices.  The 
other  74  Area  Offices  are  located  at  68  sites;  11  of  the  offices  are 
collocated  with  other  Area  Offices.  In  addition,  the  Dixie  Area 
Office,  part  of  the  Cedar  City  District  Office  under  the  Utah  State 
Office,  is  located  with  the  Area  Offices  of  the  Arizona  Strip  District 
Office  in  Saint  George,  Utah.  Finally,  the  BIFC,  AFS,  and  3  field 
stations  are  separate  sites.  The  site  totals  are:

The  distance  from  each  site  to  the  office  to  which  it  is 
responsible  is  specified  in  approximate  air  miles.  The  distance  to  the 
DSC  from  each  State  Office  and  from  the  BIFC  is  also  specified.  When 
offices  are  collocated,  the  mileage  is  specified  only  for  the  first 
office  listed. 


For  clarity  in  this  document,  a  site  number  has  been  assigned  to 
each  unique  site.  When  applicable,  offices  are  listed  by  state,  and 
sites  for  each  state  are  numbered  beginning  with  one.  When  offices  are 
collocated,  the  first  office  listed  at  the  site  (normally  a  District 
Office)  is  given  a  site  number.  The  offices  collocated  at  that  site 
(normally  Resource  Areas)  are  identified  by  the  site  number  and  an 
alphabetic  suffix.

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CHAPTER  3 
BLM  STAFFING  REQUIREMENTS 


The  Bureau  of  Land  Management  (BLM)  consists  of  220  offices 
located  at  148  sites.  Every  hour  worked  at  each  of  these  offices  falls 
under  one  of  the  following  thirteen  activity  groups:  Administrative 
Management,  Data  Management,  Planning  Management,  Lands  Management, 
Minerals  Management,  Range  Management,  Forestry  Management,  Wildlife 
Management,  Soil  and  Water  Management,  Recreation  Management, 
Construction  and  Maintenance  Services,  Fire  Management  and  Cadastral 
Survey. 

The  reports  in  this  chapter  show  the  staffing  requirements 
(position  equivalences)  for  individual  offices  and  for  entire  sites. 
Position  equivalences  are  arrived  at  by  taking  the  accumulated  hours 
worked,  by  individual  office  or  by  site,  for  each  activity  group  and 
dividing  the  total  hours  by  1600  (result  is  rounded  to  the  nearest 
tenth  position  equivalence).  There  are  three  series  of  reports:  BLM 
Staffing  Statistics  by  Organization  Code,  BLM  Staffing  Statistics  by 
Site  Code  and  BLM  Staffing  Statistics  by  State/  Organization  activity 
totals. 

The  following  series  of  reports  shows  BLM  Staffing  Statistics 
(position  equivalence)  by  Organization  Codes.  These  reports  list  all 
the  individual  offices  for  each  of  the  fifteen  state/organization 
groups.  The  state/organization  groups  are  Washington,  D.C.,  Alaska, 
Arizona,  California,  Colorado,  Eastern  States,  Idaho,  Montana,  Nevada, 
New  Mexico,  Oregon,  Utah,  Wyoming,  Denver  Service  Center  and  Idaho 
Interagency  Fire  Center.  Each  office  is  listed  in  order  by  its 
five-character  organization  code  (two-character  alpha  code  followed  by 
a  three-character  numeric  code,  e.g.  AZ010,  CA010,  etc.)  followed  by 
the  office  or  organization  name.  The  number  of  position  equivalences 
are  then  listed  for  each  of  the  thirteen  activity  groups.  The  subtotal 
is  given  for  all  activities  followed  by  the  position  equivalence  for 
leave  and  the  sum  of  the  subtotal  and  the  leave.  Totals  are  provided 
for  each  activity  group  for  all  offices  within  a  state/organization.
